Another Alberta 
boy, 13 year old Jerry J. Leiske, of Beiseker, was awarded the 
grand championship in the wheat classes at the Chicago International 
also with Chinook. 

Both Saunders and Chinook varieties were produced ~<>y the 
Cereal Division. Exocrlmental Farms Service, through the co¬ 
operative efforts of agricultural scientists of the Canada Department 
of Agriculture. 

Saunders was licensed as a registered variety in 1!)47 and named 
in humor of Sir Charles Edward Saunders, the first Dominion 
Cerealist. It was the result of a cross between Thatcher and a 
numbered strain C-26-44.7, made in 1938. After early trials at 
Ottawa Saunders was widely tested on branch experimental farms 
in the West before being made available to farmers in Northern and 
Western Alberta. It is two days trrlier than Thatcher and is 
resistant to the stem rust races occurring up to the time of its 
release but not to race 15-B. 

Chinook wheat was developed frotn a cross between Thatcher 
and No. S-615-11 also made at the Central Experimental Farm in 
1938. Early generations of Chinook were matured and grown at 
the Swift Current Experimental Farm and final testing completed 
by the Cereal Breeding Laboratory at Lethbridge. Chinook was 
licensed and accepted for registration in 1952. It is highly resistant 
to the wheat stem sarwfly, is drought resistant, and has good milling 
qualities, charadters that make it suitable for the dry areas of 
Alberta and Saskatchewan. 

This is the first time either variety has been awarded champion¬ 
ship honors in world wide competition.

A copy can be obtained from your 
District Agriculturist or from the Extension Services 
fcf-wm A'b;»'tn Department of Agriculture. The title 
of the bulletin is ‘A Guide to Successful Tree Planting.’ 

Mr. McCalla advises at this time that for 1956 
planting there are still a few trees of Rosybloom 
Crabapple and Native Mountain Ash and still fewer of 
Hansens edge Rose' There are, however, some avail¬ 
able. 

Tartarian honeysuckle is in fair supply and good 
supplies are on hand of White Spruce, Lodge Pole Pine, 
Siberian Larch, Caragana, Manitoba Maple and Green 
Ash. Plentiful too are Mountain Ash, Black Elder, 
Colorado Currant, Nanking Cherry, Amur Maple, 
Dogwood, Apple Specie, Scotch Pine, Sandcherry, 
Chinese Bird Cherry and Native Plum.

Hogs And High 
Income Farms 

Over a period of time hogs ap¬ 
pear to be the most profitable 
farm livestock, according to Alf 
Petersen, of the Alberta Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture. Mr. Petersen 
lias been conducting tiie Mixed 
Farm Study over the last four 
years for the Department. 

It is interesting to note, says 
Mr. Peterson, that out of a total 
ot 50 mixed farms studied in the 
Leduc-Wetaskiwin aveas, the 3 top 
income farms" owr the last three 
years kept hogs as a major live¬ 
stock enterprise. These fai’rris 
averaged well over $5,000 per year 
for their own labor management 
and risk as compared to only $1,200 
for the total group of 50 farms 
and $1,800 for the 19 farms carry¬ 
ing hogs. 

The three high income farms 
each produced over 175 hogs per 
year, nearly double the number 
produced by each of the other 1C 
hog producing farms on the study. 
This, according to Mr. Petersen, 
brings out the effect of size of op¬ 
eration on net income on a hog 
farm, even though feed grain may 
have to be bought to increase hog 
output. 

The income from hogs on the 19 
farms studied amounted to approx¬ 
imately 45 per cent of the total 
gross farm receipts for the three 
year period. Mr. Petersen points 
out that higher Income farmers are 
more able to take advantage of 
improved methods of production. 
As a result more high quality hogs 
are shipped from these farms. 


Having Regard 
To The Soil 

(By W. G. Malaher) 

No longer do we hear the same 
dire predictions, common some 
years ago, about the danger of our 
Western soils wearing out through 
tlie rapid depletion of soil fertility- 
anil the cropping practices follow¬ 
ed. Rather the emphasis is now 
upon the Increased productivity of 
which, given the proper care and 
attention, our soils are capable. 

In other words, what has been 
accomplished in other lands, many 
of which have been producing 
wheat for hundreds of years with¬ 
out any loss and, in some cases, 
even a gain in yield, can through 
careful husbandry and proper use 
of fertilizers, be accomplished 
here. J 

At the Rothampstead Station in 
England, for instance, it has been 
possible to maintain wheat yields 
for 111 years under continuous 
production by using mineral fertili¬ 
zers and the average yield of 
wheat in Britain in the past decade 
has held at the remarkably high 
level of 38.8 bushels per acre. In 
one of the more newly developed 
countries, New Zealand, with a 
somewhat longer history in wheat 
growing than our own, the average 
yield of wheat has rrsen steadily 
from about 23 bushels per acre in 
the '80’s of the last century to 
approximately 35 bushels in recent 
years. These two examples then, 
serve to show that soil fertility and 
its ability to produce can be main¬ 
tained if the principles of good 
husbandry arc adhered to. 

Perhaps the greatest threat to 
our soils is not the loss of fertility, 
but erosion.which, through the ac¬ 
tion of wind or water, gradually 
removes the top layer of soil, so 
vital to production.

(1) Start your kitchen planning with the cab¬ 
inet sink or dishwasber-sink, because this is the 
heart of the kitchen. Placing it under a window is 
good, but not essential, says the Youngstown 
Kitchens Planning Service. When remodeling, 
keep the new sink In the same location as the old, 
if possible, to save plumbing costs. Planning with 
miniature models as used here is fun and helps 
visualize how the completed kitchen will look.
